Proposed Amendment 

1 . (Currently amended) A computer system comprising a server adapted to 
interface with a plurality of data storage devices, said computer system configured to 
migrate computer data files from one of said data storage device as a source to a second 
data storage device as a target by: 

requesting data from a source volume on the source data storage device in 
accordance with a map file having source and target volume parameters, as a bit image of 
a logical volume, cylinder t>v cylin der, track bv track, and bit bv hit, wherein the source 
volume is mapped to a target logical unit number (LUN) on a small computer system 
interface (SCSI) bus; mi 

outputting the data to a target vpluotn e having tfao target LUN on tho SCSI bus wherein all 
write commands go to the source volume and the target volume during outputting the 
data and writing the data on the target data storage device as a bit image of the logical 
volume, cylinder bv cylinder, track bv track, and bit bv bit wherein said computer dat^ 
files are a ccessible to an end user from either data storage device[[ - j]; 
placing a busy condition on the source volume after outputting data: 
setting a S CSI ID to identify the target volume for access: and 
repeating requesting da ta and outputting data on a logical volume bv logical volume 
basis, whereby a user a ccesses data from the source volume and moves off of it at 
substantially the same time. 

Differences between the present invention and the cited prior art. 

The present invention requests data as a bit image ". . .cylinder by cylinder, track by track, 
and bit by bit. . . " Todd does not teach a cylinder by cylinder, track by track, and bit by 
bit request but instead discloses that migrating "... logical objects that are not limited to a 
smgle set of logically related data." Todd, col. 48, Imes 7-9.' Atkin (previously cited, 
6, 1 45,066) teaches reading all tracks, and reading a single track from a specified volume, 
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but does not teach reading cylinder by cylinder, track by track, and bit by bit. Atkin, co]. 
85, lines 4-7. ^ > 
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
